Harvest Of 1,000 
cres Of Ramie 
Started This Week - 


Harvest of ramie on the 1,000 
acre ramie plantation owned by 
the Newport Industries, eight 
miles southeast of Canal Point, 
started this week. 

The small machines are being 
employed in the harvest ‘because 
the large modern mill with a ca- 
pacity of harvesting 1,500 acres 
will not be completed before Aug- 
ust. 

Hand cutting crews are harvest- 
ing the new crop, which promises 
to become one of the Glades lead- 
ing industries. But as soon as the 
mill is-completed ‘binders specially 
adapted to the harvesting of ‘the 
plant will be used. Approximately 
15 acres a day can be harvested 
with a binder whereas it would 
take a week for one man to cut an 
acre by hand, Mr. J. M. Dempsey, 
manager of the company, said. 

The new mill will be entirely 
mechanized. It will strip the fiber 
wagh and bale it ready for ship- 
ping to textile mills where it will 
be de-gummed and woven into 
cloth. The mill at Canal Point 
and also the one on the Belle Glage 
road are raw fiber processing mills. 
and do not apply the finishing pro- 
cess to the fiber. 

When the mill is completed it is 
estimated that a carload a day of 
the. fiber will roll to textile mills. 
lant will process’ approxi- 
mately 300 tons of: the green 
plants per day a total of 20,000 
pounds of raw fiber. In addition 
to the processing of the’ fiber the 
Company will use.the tops of the 
plant for food for cattle. In con- 
nection with the processing mill 
there is a food- mill which will 
chop and dehydrate and bag the 
food for shipment. Mr. Dempsey 
said that.two cars of the food will 
be produged daily. The company 
has invested in the ramie project, 
which ‘is said to be one of the 
largest in the United States, a half 
million dollars and 6 years of re- 
search, Mr. Dempsey said. 

Land preparation for the planta- 
tion started in March of 1944 and 
the following August 500 acres of 
ramie was -planted.. This acreage 
has been’ inereased each year 
rounding out 1,000. acres this year. 

If the project proves feasible, 
Mr. Dempsey. said, the company 
plans to increase its plantation fo 
10,000 acres. If the acreage. is 
thus increased an expansion will 
have to be made to the. mill to 
provide adequate facilities for the 
harvest. 

Small quantities of the fiber has 
been processed over a period of 
severa] months by the company, 
Mr: Dempsey said, totaling 20 or 
25 thousand pounds shipped to tex- 
tile mills. _ 

Construction of the large mill 
was. started last September but 
due to the shortage in. building 
materials the harvest: was ready 
before the mill was completed.-

Public hearings on a. proposed 


federal marketing agreement for_ 


the Florida celery industry will 
be held in Florida by representa- 
tives‘ of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, beginning at Sanford on 
June 27, it was announced today 
by the Florida Vegetable Commit- 
tee. 

The meeting places-and dates set 
by the Secretary are: Sanford, 
Court House, June \27-28-29; Belle 
Glade, City Hall, July 1-2; Sara- 
sota, Court House, July 3 and 5. 

According to Perry Whitehurst, 
Sanford, celery director of the 
Florida Vegetable Committee, and 
one of the proponents of the pro- 
posed agreement, the purpose of 
the hearings is to. permit growers 
and shippers of celery who favor 
or oppose federal regulations of 
celery marketing to offer testi- 
mony supporting their- viewpoints: 

“Florida produced more celery 
this year than the national market 
could absorb at a profit to the 
‘ygropers,” Mr. Whitehurst said, 
“and many of us believe the only 
satisfactory way of adjusting 
shipments to matket demand is 


er and shipper on an equal basis.” 

He-explained that the agreement 
could not become effective until it 
‘was signed by 51 percent: of all 
celery shippers, and approved by 
two thirds of the growers partici- 
pating in a referendum, either on 
a basis of number of growers or of 
the. volume: they ship. The pro- 
posed agreement, he’ said, would 
likely contain several methods, of 
reducing the available supply in
